In 1784, after just becoming a nation, the U.S. sent its first 
trade mission to China. With the new possibility of trade, 
souvenirs commemorating this event were created and 
focused on the bustling port of Canton and the many 
hongs (the office, warehouse, and living spaces for foreign 
merchants) that lined the trade routes. These souvenirs 
were known as "hong bowls". 



In 2008, the U.S. opened 
a new Embassy in Beijing 
to better facilitate our 
evolving diplomacy after 
uncertain times in the 
second half of the twenti- 
eth century.
